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Nominee to lead FAA will face challenge on Boeing oversight

President Donald Trump 
has tapped a former Delta 
Air Lines executive to lead 
the Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration as the regulator 
deals with questions about 
its approval of a Boeing air¬ 
liner involved in two deadly 
crashes within five months. 
The White House said Tues¬ 
day that Trump will nomi¬ 
nate Stephen Dickson to 
head the FAA. The agency 
has been led by an acting 
administrator since Janu¬ 
ary 2018. 

Separately, the Transporta¬ 
tion Department confirmed 
that its watchdog agency 
will examine how the FAA 
certified the Boeing 737 
Max 8 aircraft, the now- 
grounded plane involved 
in two fatal accidents with¬ 


in five months. 

The FAA had stood by the 
safety of the plane up un¬ 
til last Wednesday, despite 
other countries grounding 
it. Transportation Secretary 
Elaine Chao formally re¬ 
quested the audit in a let¬ 
ter sent to Inspector Gener¬ 
al Calvin Scovel III on Tues¬ 
day. Chao, whose agency 
oversees the FAA, said the 
audit will improve the de¬ 
partment’s decision-mak¬ 
ing. Her letter confirmed 
that she had previously re¬ 
quested an audit. It did not 
mention that the inspec¬ 
tor general and federal 
prosecutors have already 
started looking into the 
development and regula¬ 
tory approval of the jet, as 
reported by news outlets, 
including The Associated 
Press.

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Shifting hopes as Republicans, Democrats wait for Mueller

WASHINGTON (AP) — It’s a 
witch hunt, a vendetta, the 
worst presidential harass¬ 
ment in history. 

That’s what President Don¬ 
ald Trump has shouted for 
two years about the spe¬ 
cial counsel’s Russia probe. 
Now, barring an eleventh- 
hour surprise. Trump and his 
allies are starting to see it as 
something potentially very 
different: a political oppor¬ 
tunity. 

With Robert Mueller’s find¬ 
ings expected any day, 
the president has grown 
increasingly confident the 
report will produce what 
he insisted all along — no 
clear evidence of a con¬ 
spiracy between Russia 
and his 2016 campaign. 
And Trump and his advis¬ 
ers are considering how to 
weoponize those possible 
findings for the 2020 race, 
according to current and 
former White House officials 
and presidential confidants 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity to discuss pri¬ 
vate conversations. 

A change is underway as 


well among congressional 
Democrats, who have long 
believed the report would 
offer damning evidence 
against the president. The 
Democrats are busy build¬ 
ing new avenues for evi¬ 
dence to come out, open¬ 
ing a broad array of inves¬ 
tigations of Trump’s White 


House and businesses that 
go far beyond Mueller’s fo¬ 
cus on Russian interference 
to help Trump beat Demo¬ 
crat Hillary Clinton. 

It’s a striking role reversal. 
No one knows exactly what 
Mueller will say, but Trump, 
his allies and members of 
Congress are trying to map 
out the post-probe political 
dynamics. 

One scenario would have 
seemed downright im¬ 
plausible until recently: 
The president will take the 
findings and run on them, 
rather than against them, 
by painting the special 
counsel as an example of 
failed government over¬ 
reach and Trump himself as 
the victim who managed 
to prove his innocence. 

The top Republican on the 
House Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee, Georgia Rep. Doug 
Collins, said on the House 
floor last week that he had 
a “news flash” for Demo¬ 
crats who had high hopes 
that the report would be 
damaging to Trump. 

“What happens when it 
comes back and says none 
of this was true, the presi¬ 
dent did not do anything 
wrong?” Collins asked. 
“Then the meltdown will 
occur.” 

Trump’s tweeted version 
was even more graphic: 
The Democrats’ House in¬ 
vestigative committees 
were going “stone cold

CRAZY.” 

That was in reaction to Judi¬ 
ciary Committee Chairman 
Jerrold Nadler’s document 
requests to 81 people, busi¬ 
nesses and organizations 
related to Trump. Nadler 
said his panel must look at 
“a much broader ques¬ 
tion” than Mueller has. 
Adam Schiff, chairman 
of the intelligence com¬ 
mittee, also said there’s 
much more to look into. 
Mueller, he said, “can’t be 
doing much of a money 
laundering investigation” 
if he hasn’t subpoenaed 
Deutsche Bank, which has 
loaned millions of dollars to 
Trump. Schiff’s panel, along 
with the House Financial 
Services Committee, is 
looking into money laun¬ 
dering and Trump’s foreign 
financial entanglements. 
“We have a separate and 
independent and impor¬ 
tant responsibility,” Schiff 
has said. “And that is to 
tell the country what hap¬ 
pened.” 

The Russia probe, taken 
over by Mueller in May 
2017, has posed a mortal 
threat to the presidency 
since Trump was elected 
— a possible case for col¬ 
lusion or obstruction of jus¬ 
tice that could begin a 
domino effect ending with 
impeachment. Those fears 
still exist, but as the investi¬ 
gation winds down, other 
feelings have taken hold in 
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the White House, namely a 
cautious optimism that the 
worst is over, that no smok¬ 
ing gun has been found. 
Even if Mueller’s final re¬ 
port does not implicate the 
president in criminal con¬ 
duct, the investigation was 
far from fruitless. His team 
brought charges against 34 
people, including six Trump 
associates, and three com¬ 
panies. His prosecutors re¬ 
vealed a sweeping criminal 
effort by Russians to inter¬ 
fere in the 2016 presidential 
election and showed that 
people connected to the 
Trump campaign were ea¬ 
ger to exploit emails stolen 
from Democrats. 

Trump, of course, has railed 
relentlessly against the 
probe, deeming it a base¬ 
less “witch hunt,” some¬ 
times in all capital letters, 
and has said it was based 
on unfounded allegations 
perpetrated by his “deep 
state” enemies in the De¬ 
partment of Justice, as well 
as his foes in the Democrat¬ 
ic Party and the media. 

If the report proves anticli- 
mactic, says former House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich, a 
strong Trump ally, “there 
would no longer be any 
justification for what the 
House Dems want to do. 
They have their report, they 
had the guy they wanted 
writing it, and he had the 
full power of the federal 
government behind him 
and they still didn’t get the 
president. 

In fact. Trump has told his 
inner circle that, if the re¬ 
port is underwhelming, he 
will use Twitter and inter¬ 
views to gloat over the find¬ 
ings, complain about the 
probe’s cost and depict 
the entire investigation as 
an attempt to obstruct his 
agenda, according to ad¬ 
visers and confidants. 

The president’s campaign 
and pro-Trump outside 
groups will then likely am¬ 
plify the message, while his 
advisers expect the conser¬ 
vative media, including Fox 
News, to act as an echo 
chamber. A full-throated 
attack on the investiga¬ 
tion, portraying it as a 
failed coup, could also be 
the centerpiece of Trump 
campaign events, includ¬ 
ing rallies, they say.Q

The letter requests “on au¬ 
dit to compile on objec¬ 
tive and detailed factual 
history of the activities that 
resulted in the certification 
of the Boeing 737 Max-8 
aircraft.” It also says the 
audit will help the FAA “in 
ensuring that its safety pro¬ 
cedures ore implemented 
effectively.” 

Boeing said Tuesday that it 
will fully cooperate with the 
audit. 

Sen. Richard Blumenthol, 
D-Conn., called Chao's 
three-paragraph request 
for on audit “inadequate 
and incomplete.” 

In his own letter to the in¬ 
spector general, Blumen- 
thal said the watchdog 
should examine whether 
problems with the plane 
were missed because Boe¬ 
ing employees did some 
safety-certification work on 
FAA’s behalf. He also ques¬ 
tioned whether the FAA 
should have done more 
after the first 737 Max ac¬ 
cident, and why the FAA 
didn’t ground the plane as 
quickly as other regulators 
around the world. 

Questions about the FAA’s 
handling of the issue ex¬ 
tend beyond U.S. borders 
and will pose on immedi¬ 
ate challenge for Dickson if 
he is confirmed to lead the 
agency. 

Canadian Transport Minis¬ 
ter Marc Gorneou said this 
week that even if FAA certi¬ 
fies Boeing’s fix for the soft¬ 
ware on the 737 Max jet, 
“we will do our own certifi¬ 
cation.” 

Dickson was Delta’s senior

After Boeing finishes the 
software, the FAA still must 
approve it. 

The Associated Press re¬ 
ported Monday that the 
Justice Department is prob¬ 
ing the development of the 
Max, according to a per¬ 
son briefed on the matter. It 
is unclear when that inquiry 
began. 

Critics hove questioned 


the FAA’s practice of us¬ 
ing employees of aircraft 
manufacturers to handle 
some safety inspections. 
FAA inspectors review the 
work of the manufacturers’ 
employees, who ore on 
the company payroll and 
could face a conflict of in¬ 
terest. 

A federal grand jury in 
Washington sent a subpoe¬ 
na to someone involved in 
the plane’s development 
seeking emails, messages 
and other communica¬ 
tions, the person told The 
Associated Press. 

The Oct. 29 Lion Air crash 
killed 189 people, and 157 
died in the March 10 acci¬ 
dent involving an Ethiopian 
Airlines jet. Both accidents 
happened shortly after 
takeoff. 

Other nations banned the 
Max 8 and a slightly larger 
model, the Max 9, in the 
days after the Ethiopian 
crash. The FAA and U.S. 
airlines that use the planes 
stood by the plane's safety 
until last week. 

There are about 370 Max 
jets of various models at 
airlines around the world. 
American, Southwest 
and United have said the 
grounding of their Max jets 
have led to some can¬ 
celed flights. 

The plane is on important 
part of Chicago-based 
Boeing's future. The com¬ 
pany has taken more than 
5,000 orders and delivered 
more than 250 Max jets last 
year. Boeing still makes an 
older version of the popu¬ 
lar 737, but it expected the 
Max to account for 90 per¬ 
cent of all 737 deliveries this

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Trump buddies up with Boisonaro, the ‘Trump of the Tropics’

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump wel¬ 
comed Brazil's new far- 
right leader to the White 
House Tuesday and made 
clear that flattery pays. 
Brazilian President Jair Boi¬ 
sonaro — the “Trump of the 
Tropics”— ran an unabash¬ 
edly pro-Trump, pro-Amer¬ 
ican campaign last year, 
emulating Trump in tone 
and style. It seems to have 
paid aft for Boisonaro on his 
first official trip to Washing¬ 
ton. 

At a joint news conference. 
Trump announced that 
he'd agreed to designate 
Brazil a “major non-NATO 
ally” — something Brazil 
had pursued to smooth 
U.S. weapons purchases

and military coordination. 
Trump even said he'd be 
open to granting full NATO 
membership to Latin Amer¬ 
ica's largest and most pop¬ 
ulous nation, even though 
Brazil doesn't quality ta jain 


the North Atlantic alliance. 
The showing was the latest 
example of the premium 
Trump puts on personal re¬ 
lationships and the extent 
to which he's willing to 
work with those who sing 
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his virtues. And it renewed 
focus on the growing wave 
of populist strongmen who 
have captured vaters' sup¬ 
port with blunt admonitions 
of “political correctness" 
and hardline immigratian 
views. 

As they sat dawn far the 
first time. Trump hailed Bol- 
sonaro's run as “one of the 
incredible campaigns,” 
saying he was “honored” 
it had drawn comparisons 
to his own 2016 victory. 
And he predicted the two 
would have a “fantastic 
working relationship," tell¬ 
ing reporters at a joint press 
conference that they have 
“many views” in cammon. 
The two also exchanged 
soccer jerseys in a sign of 
their budding friendship. 
Boisonaro was equally 
complimentary, predicting 
Trump would win re-elec¬ 
tion in 2020 and drawing 
parallels between their ef- 
farts. 

Standing side-by-side in the 
White House Rose Garden, 
Balsanaro said their two 
countries “stand side by 
side in their efforts to ensure 
liberties and respect to tra¬ 
ditional family lifestyles, re¬ 
spect to God, our Creator, 
against the gender ideolo¬ 
gy or the politically correct 
attitudes and against fake 
news.” The embrace repre¬ 
sents a shift in U.S.-Brazilian 
relaticns. In 2013, leaks from 
Edward Snawden revealed 
that the National Security 
Agency had wiretapped 
conversations of former 
President Dilma Rousseff, 
leading to several years of 
tense relations between 
the nations. 

Boisonaro had arrived in 
the U.S. with a half a dozen 
ministers and a gaal of ex¬ 
panding trade, diplomatic 
and military coaperatian 
between the two largest 
economies in the Western 
Hemisphere. And Trump 


appeared eager to deliver. 
He announced he would 
back Brazil's effort's to join 
the Organisation for Eco¬ 
nomic Co-operation and 
Development, while float¬ 
ing the idea of full NATO 
membership, though he 
said he'd “have ta talk to 
a lot of people” for Brazil to 
join the organization. 
However, James Stavri- 
dis, a retired Navy admiral 
who was the Supreme Al¬ 
lied Commander at NATO 
from 2009 to 2013, said 
Brazil does not qualify far 
full membership under the 
North Atlantic Treaty of 
1949. 

“The idea of formal mem¬ 
bership is a nonstarter in ev¬ 
ery dimension — the treaty 
doesn't allow it, the Brazil¬ 
ians wouldn't want it and 
the Europeans wouldn't 
approve,” Stavridis said in 
an email exchange. 

The efforts came as bath 
cauntries continue to de¬ 
nounce the crisis in Vene¬ 
zuela and called an mem¬ 
bers of the Venezuelan 
military to end their support 
for President Nicolas Madu- 
ro. Both the U.S. and Brazil 
have recognized opposi¬ 
tion leader Juan Guaido 
as Venezuela's legitimate 
leader, and Trump reiter¬ 
ated that “all aptians” to 
address Venezuela's eco¬ 
nomic and political crisis 
remain on the table. 

The leaders also were ex¬ 
pected to discuss a range 
of other issues, including 
expanding trade relations 
and increasing U.S. private- 
sector investment in Brazil. 
Boisonaro has much in 
cammon with Trump. He, 
too, ran an insurgent, so¬ 
cial media-pawered cam¬ 
paign. And like Trump, he 
has blasted unflattering 
staries as “fake news” and 
used Twitter and Facebook 
to bypass mainstream 
news organizations.Q 
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Poll: Support rises in all age groups for legal pot

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 

growing majority of Ameri¬ 
cans say marijuana should 
be legal, underscoring 
a national shift as more 
states embrace cannabis 
for medical or recreation¬ 
al use. Support for legal 
marijuana hit 61 percent in 
2018, up from 57 percent 
two years ago, according 
to the General Social Sur¬ 
vey, a widely respected 
trend survey that has been 
measuring support for legal 
marijuana since the 1970s. 
An analysis of the survey by 
The Associated Press-NORC 
Center for Public Affairs Re¬ 
search and the General 
Social Survey staff finds 
that increased backing of 
legalization cut across all 
age groups and political 
parties. The 2018 poll is the 
first in which a majority of 
Republicans support legal¬ 
izing marijuana — 54 per¬ 
cent, up from 45 percent in 
2016. Among Democrats, 
76 percent now favor le¬ 
galization. The rising sup¬ 
port mirrors the evolving 
legal landscape across the 


country. Most Americans 
now live in places where 
marijuana is legal in some 
form, with 10 states allow¬ 
ing recreational usage and 
more than 30 allowing me¬ 
dicinal use. 

The GSS asks about making 
use of marijuana legal, but 
does not specify whether it 
should be legal for recre¬ 


ational or medical use. 
Legalization advocates 
say the increasing public 
support should prompt the 
U.S. government to reverse 
course. At the federal level, 
marijuana is categorized as 
a dangerous illegal drug, 
similar to LSD or heroin. 

“Our time has come,” said 
Justin Strekal, political di¬ 


rector of the National Or¬ 
ganization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws, or NORML. 
“Never in modern history 
has there existed greater 
public support for ending 
the nation's nearly century- 
long experiment with mari¬ 
juana prohibition.” 

Support for legalization is 
strongest among 18-to-34- 


year-olds, with nearly 75 
percent favoring it. 

But older Americans are 
taking a more favorable 
view, too. Forty-six percent 
of those 65 and older say 
marijuana should be legal, 
up from 42 percent in 2016. 
Views on marijuana legal¬ 
ization have shifted dra¬ 
matically: In the 1973 GSS, 
just 19 percent supported 
legalization. The change 
in Americans’ views about 
cannabis can also be 
witnessed on the cam¬ 
paign trail. A growing list 
of Democratic presidential 
contenders want the U.S. 
government to legalize 
marijuana, including Cali¬ 
fornia Sen. Kamala Harris, 
a former prosecutor whose 
home state is the nation's 
largest legal pot shop, and 
New Jersey Sen. Cory Book¬ 
er, a prominent legalization 
advocate on Capitol Hill. 
Support for legal pot has 
been gradually growing for 
years, but it has increased 
sharply since 2012, when 
Colorado and Washing¬ 
ton state became the first 
states to legalize the recre¬ 
ational use of cannabis. □

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NYC official: Kushner firm flouted rules, endangered tenants

NEW YORK (AP) — A New 

York City councilman ac¬ 
cused the Kushner fam¬ 
ily real estate ccmpany cn 
Tuesday of putting tenants 
in danger by allowing sev¬ 
eral of its buildings to avoid 
safety inspections. 

New York Oversight Com¬ 
mittee Chair Ritchie Tor¬ 
res said his investigation 
showed that the firm once 
run by President Donald 
Trump's son-in-law, Jared 
Kushner, has been renting 
apartments to hundreds 
of tenants in nine buildings 
with certificates of occu¬ 
pancy that expired months 
or years ago. Torres also 
said that the company has 
been trying to push low- 
paying tenants out of its 
buildings and didn't want 
the regulatory scrutiny that 
comes with inspections re¬ 
quired to renew the certifi¬ 
cates.

“The goal here is o con¬ 
certed campaign to 
evade scrutiny,” said Tor¬ 
res at a news conference 
outside the Kushner Cos. 
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headquarters of 666 Fifth 
Avenue. “The company is 
engaged in what I call the 
weaponization of construc¬ 
tion — the use of construc¬ 
tion as a weapon for ha¬ 
rassing tenants out of their 
apartments.” 

But a city regulator that 
oversees landlords called 
the expired certificates 
cited by Torres and tenant 
watchdog group. Housing 
Rights Initiative, “paper¬ 
work lapses” and blasted 
the findings as “pure grand- 
standing.'' 

Our “top priority is safety 
— and indeed, we have 
inspected all these build¬ 
ings or renovated units 
and deemed them safe 
to occupy,” said Buildings 
Department spokesman 
Andrew Rudansky in an 
emailed statement. 

The Kushner Cos. said that 
the problems with the cer¬ 
tificates stretch back to 


its previous owners. Cer¬ 
tificates for two of the nine 
buildings expired while Jar¬ 
ed Kushner was CEO. 
“Similar to many other land¬ 
lords, we inherited from 
prior owners certificates of 
occupancy with various is¬ 
sues,” it said in an email. 
“Kushner will continue the 
long and detailed process 
to work with our consultants 
and the Department of 
Buildings to correct every 
issue outstanding.” 

The city requires a certifi¬ 
cate of occupancy when¬ 
ever significant renovation 
is done such as changing 
the layout of a building or 
of its fire exits. Most of the 
nine Kushner buildings cit¬ 
ed are in the East Village 
section of Manhattan and 
appear from city records to 
have undergone substan¬ 
tial renovation and faced 
several violations. 

The Kushner Cos. was fined 



$210,000 by city regulators 
last year after on Associat¬ 
ed Press report found that 
the company had submit¬ 
ted paperwork to regula¬ 
tors that claimed it had no 
low-paying, rent-stabilized 
tenants in dozens of its 
buildings when it, in fact, 
had hundreds. The false 
paperwork allowed the 
company to ovoid inspec¬ 
tions and other scrutiny dur¬ 
ing construction work that 
critics hove said ore often 
used by landlords to chase 
low-paying renters out. 

The Kushner Cos. has said 
that the paperwork was 
handled by another firm 
and mistakes were correct¬ 
ed when they come to its 
notice. 

The Wall Street Journal on 
Tuesday reported that the 
Kushners have hired a bro¬ 
ker to sell five apartment 
buildings in the East Village 
as their company comes 
under public and media 
scrutiny. It is not clear if 
those are among the nine 
buildings with expired cer¬ 
tificates of occupancy. 
Jared Kushner stepped 
down os the head of his 
family firm two years ago to 
become o White House ad¬ 
viser. He still owns stoke in 
Westminster Management, 
the Kushner Cos. subsidiary 
that oversees its residential 
properties. A financial dis¬ 
closure filed with federal 
ethics regulators shows he 
earned $1.5 million from 
the holding last year. 

At Tuesday's news confer¬ 
ence, the head of Housing 
Rights Initiative said that 
many landlords, not just the 
Kushners, were flouting the 
rules and regulators need 
to crack down. □

their sole until the federal 
government regulates 
vaping products. 

City Attorney Dennis Herre¬ 
ra said Son Francisco, Chi¬ 
cago and New York sent a 
joint letter demanding that 
the U.S. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration evaluate the 
effect of e-cigarettes on 
public health. 

Herrera said the review 
should have been done 
before e-cigarettes en¬ 
tered the market. The FDA 
released proposed guide¬ 
lines last week giving com¬ 
panies until 2021 to submit 
applications for the evalu¬ 
ation. 

“The result is that millions of 
children are already ad¬ 
dicted to e-cigarettes and 
millions more will follow 
if we don't act,” he said 
Tuesday. 

Most e-cigarettes contain 
nicotine, which is addictive 
and can harm adolescent 
brains that are still develop¬ 
ing. In the U.S., youth ore 
more likely than adults to 
use e-cigarettes. 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Shamann Walton intro¬ 
duced legislation banning 
the sale of e-cigarettes in 
the city unless they get an 
FDA review. Supporters say 
that if the measure is ap¬ 
proved, it would be the 


first such prohibition in the 
country. Its chances are 
not clear. 

“We have people addict¬ 
ed to nicotine who would 
have never smoked a 
cigarette had it not been 
for the attractive products 
that target our young peo¬ 
ple,” said Walton, a former 
president of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Education. 
Anti-tobacco activists say 
e-cigarette makers target 
kids by offering products 
in candy flavors and using 
marketing that portrays 
their products as flashy 
gadgets. 

San Francisco was the first 
city in the United States to 
approve an outright ban 
on the sale of flavored to¬ 
bacco and flavored vap¬ 
ing liquids, which voters up¬ 
held in 2018. The city pro¬ 
hibits smoking in parks and 
public squares and doesn't 
allow smokeless tobacco 
at its playing fields. 

The city has often been 
on the forefront in passing 
liberal social policies that 
clash with business inter¬ 
ests, whether it's banning 
single-use plastic bags or 
the sale of fur products. 

The FDA declined immedi¬ 
ate comment on the letter 
from the three cities. 
Manufacturers were sup¬ 
posed to submit most prod¬ 
ucts for review by August 
2018, but FDA Commis¬ 
sioner Scott Gottlieb in 2017 
delayed the deadline until 
2022. He said at the time 
that both the agency and 
the industry needed more 
time to prepare. 

The agency unveiled pro¬ 


posed guidelines last week 
moving up the deadline to 
August 2021 and restricting 
sales of most flavored prod¬ 
ucts to stores that verify the 
age of customers upon en¬ 
try or that use a separate, 
age-restricted area for 
vaping products. 

In 2018, more than 3.6 mil¬ 
lion U.S. middle and high 
school students used e-cig- 


arettes in the past 30 days, 
including nearly 5 percent 
of middle school students 
and nearly 21 percent of 
high school students, the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention reported. 
Walton also introduced 
legislation that bars mak¬ 
ing, selling or distributing 
tobacco on city property. 
That proposal is aimed at 


Juul Labs, an electronic 
cigarette company that 
rents space on Pier 70. 

“We don't want them in 
our city,” Walton said. 

A spokesman for Juul said 
the proposed legislation 
would limit adult smok¬ 
ers' abilities to access e- 
cigarettes that could help 
them kick regular smoking 
habits.Q 
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UK aims to salvage Brexit deal as EU says: make up your mind

LONDON (AP) — Prime Min¬ 
ister Theresa May’s Brexit 
plan has been derailed in 
Parliament. Now she is at 
the mercy of an exasper¬ 
ated European Union. 

May was preparing Tues¬ 
day to ask the EU for a 
delay of at least several 
months to Brexit after the 
speaker of the House of 
Commons ruled that she 
can’t keep asking lawmak¬ 
ers to vote on the same di¬ 
vorce deal that they have 
already rejected twice. 
Chief EU Brexit negotiator 
Michel Barnier said the bloc 
wouldn’t automatically 
grant the request. He said 
a long extension “must be 
linked to something new, a 
new event, or a new politi¬ 
cal pracess.” 

“The real question is, what 
is the purpase of it. What is 
it far?” Barnier said in Brus¬ 
sels. 

“To get out of this uncer¬ 
tainty, we need choices 
and decision from the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom.” 

May had hoped to win 
over her domestic oppo¬ 


nents and bring her deal 
back tc Parliament before 
a summit of the 28-nation 
bloc in Brussels on Thursday 
and Friday. 

That plan was scuttled 
Monday by House of Com¬ 
mons Speaker John Ber- 
cow, who declared that 


Parliament can only vote 
again if the deal is “fun¬ 
damentally different” to 
the version rejected by 230 
votes in January and 149 
votes last week. 

The deadlock leaves Brit¬ 
ain’s plan to exit the Euro¬ 
pean Union — still sched-

uled to take place an 
March 29 — in limbo. 

The prime minister’s Down¬ 
ing St. office said May will 
send a letter formally re¬ 
questing an extension to 
European Council Presi¬ 
dent Donald Tusk on Tues¬ 
day ar Wednesday. Down¬ 
ing St. wouldn’t say haw 
long a delay she plans to 
ask far. 

If the Brexit deal was ap- 
praved. May had planned 
to ask the bloc for an ex¬ 
tension until June 30 in or¬ 
der for Parliament to pass 
the necessary legislation 
for Britain’s departure. 

Now a much longer de¬ 
lay laoks likely. May has 
warned opponents that 
a failure ta apprave her 
agreement wauld mean a 
long, and passibly indefi¬ 
nite, delay to Britain’s de¬ 
parture from the EU. 

It could also mean Britain 
crashing out of the bloc 
next week without a deal, 
even though Parliament 
has voted to rule out that 
aptian. 

By law, the U.K. will leave 
the EU on March 29, deal ar 
no deal, unless it secures a 
delay tram the blac. With¬ 
drawing withaut a deal 
could mean huge disrup¬ 
tion for businesses and 
people in the U.K. and the 
27 remaining EU countries. 
The EU is intensely frustrat¬ 
ed with Britain’s political 


paralysis, and says it will 
aniy grant an extensian if 
U.K. paliticians break their 
deadlack and came up 
with new proposals. 

“If there is no decision, the

French European affairs 
minister Nathalie Loiseau 
said. “For the British to de¬ 
cide nothing is to decide 
on a ‘no-deal.’” 

Laiseau said U.K. lawmak¬ 
ers “have said no to a ‘no- 
deal’ and they have said 
no to a realistic deal. They 
have ta change their mind 
an one of the two options.” 
A top official at the French 
presidency said a British re¬ 
quest would be assessed 
on “two criteria: Is there 
a new plan likely to win a 
majority, and what will be 
the impact an the Eurcpe- 
an Union?” 

“The EU’s interests will be 
put before anything else,” 
said the afficial, who isn’t 
authorized to speak public¬ 
ly in line with the presiden¬ 
cy’s customary practices. 
Germany’s European af¬ 
fairs minister, Michael Roth, 
said he expected “clear 
and precise proposals” 
from Britain. 

“We are really exhausted 
by these negotiatians,” 
Rath said at an EU fareign 
ministers meeting in Brussels 
before the leaders’ summit. 
EU leaders have been left 
bemused by Bercow’s rul¬ 
ing, in which he cited a 
400-year-old parliamentary 
precedent against voting 
repeatedly on the same is¬ 
sue.

But some minis¬ 
ters have accused him of 
plunging Britain into a con¬ 
stitutional crisis by upset¬ 
ting the balance of power 
between the government

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Italy seizes rescue ship, permits migrants to land in Italy

MILAN (AP) — A humanitar¬ 
ian rescue ship carrying 48 
migrants entered the port 
of Lampedusa, where they 
were being allowed to dis¬ 
embark Tuesday evening 
despite an earlier refusal by 
Italy’s hard-line interior min¬ 
ister. 

The boat was allowed to 
enter the port after Sicil¬ 
ian prosecutors ordered it 
seized, ending the latest 
standoff with Italy's popu¬ 
list government, which has 
closed its ports to rescue 
ships. Interior Minister Mat- 
teo Salvini welcomed the 
seizure of the Mare Jonio, 
saying “now in Italy there 
is a government that de¬ 
fends the borders and en¬ 
sures respect for the law, 
most of all for human traf¬ 
fickers. Whoever errs pays.”

The migrants, including a 
dozen minors, had been 
rescued Monday off the 
coast of Libya by the Italian 
aid group Mediterranea 
Saving Humans. 

The Mare Jonio had sailed 
earlier to Italy’s southern¬ 
most island Lampedusa, 
where it was flanked by 
Italian coast guard and fi¬ 
nance police boats. 

The mayor of Lampedusa 
challenged Salvini’s asser¬ 
tion that Italian ports are 
closed. Toto Martello said 
that more than 3,000 mi¬ 
grants arrived in Lampedu¬ 
sa last year on smuggler’s

Italy to join Chino initiative despite US objections

MILAN (AP) — Premier Gi¬ 
useppe Conte pledged 
Tuesday to make Italy the 
first Group of Seven nation 
to join China’s ambitious 
Belt and Road initiative, 
despite objections from the 
United States and concerns 
within his governing coali¬ 
tion. 

Speaking to parliament, 
Conte said that Italy’s sign¬ 
ing of a memorandum 
of understanding for the 
infrastructure-building ven¬ 
ture, which is due to hap¬ 
pen during the Chinese 
premier’s visit this week, 
would not “in the least” put 
into question Italy’s position 
within the strategic trans- 
Atlantic alliance or with Eu¬ 
ropean partners. 


Italy’s signature would be 
considered a major legiti¬ 
mation of the project that 
envisions overland and 
maritime routes connect¬ 
ing China with Europe. A 


White House official has 
warned Italy against join¬ 
ing, calling it a Chinese 
“vanity project.” 

European governments 
declined to sign a joint 


declaration on the “Belt 
and Road” at a forum last 
year in Beijing. They argued 
it lacked standards on fi¬ 
nancing and transparency. 
In his first remarks to law¬ 
makers on the deal on the 
eve of Chinese President 
Xi Jinping’s visit, Conte 
said the details have been 
worked out over months of 
consultations at every level 
of government. He empha¬ 
sized that the memoran¬ 
dum is not legally binding 
and that it would give Italy 
access to an enormous 
market. 

“We want to first and fore¬ 
most rebalance our trade, 
which is not favorable to us 
now. Our exports to China 
are far lower than other Eu¬ 
ropean countries,” Conte 
said. “The infrastructure will 


redefine commercial traffic 
routes. We will have new 
airports, new trade cor¬ 
ridors, and it will certainly 
influence our economic 
growth. We don’t want to 
lose any opportunity.” 

In parliament, the opposi¬ 
tion attacked the planned 
memorandum and the 
lack of detail provided to 
lawmakers, warning that 
the deal could be a Trojan 
horse for China to under¬ 
mine Italian industries. Con¬ 
cerns also center around 
whether the accords in¬ 
clude 5G access. 

Even lawmakers from the 
right-wing League, part of 
Conte’s coalition, say their 
support for the memoran¬ 
dum is conditional on it not 
harming Italy’s relations 
with its partners. □ 
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Troops celebrate as US-backed force seizes IS camp In Syria

BAGHOUZ, Syria (AP) — 

U.S.-backed Syrian forces 
on Tuesday seized con¬ 
trol of an encampment 
held by the Islamic State 
group in eastern Syria, af¬ 
ter hundreds of militants 
surrendered overnight, a 
spokesman said, signaling 
the group's collapse after 
months of stiff resistance. A 
group of suspects involved 
in a January bombing that 
killed four Americans in 
northern Syria were among 
militants captured by the 
Kurdish-led forces. 

The taking of the IS camp 
was a major advance but 
not the final defeat of the 
group in Baghouz, the last 
village held by the extrem¬ 
ists where they have been 
holding out for weeks under 
siege, according to Mus¬ 
tafa Bali, the spokesman 
for the Kurdish-led force 
known as the Syrian Demo¬ 
cratic Forces. Still, fighters 
from the force were start¬ 
ing to celebrate anyway. 
“I’m happy it's over. Now I 
know my people are safe," 
said a fighter who identified 
himself as Walid Raqqawi 
who fought in the camp 
Monday night. He said he is 
returning to his hometown 
of Raqqa to rest. Com¬ 
rades from his unit sang 
and danced in celebration 
at an outpost in Baghouz, 
all saying they were looking 
forward to going home. 

An unknown number of IS 
militants still clung to a tiny 
sliver of land trapped be¬ 
tween the Euphrates River 
and the encampment now 
held by the SDF, officials in 
the force said. 

The militants have been 
putting up a desperate 
fight, their notorious pro¬ 
paganda machine work¬ 
ing even on the brink of 
collapse. On Monday, IS 
issued a video showing its 
militants furiously defend¬ 
ing the encampment, a 
junkyard of wrecked cards, 
motorcycles and tents. In 
the footage, they shoot 
nonstop with AK-47s and 
M-16s from behind trucks, 
vehicles and sand berms. 
A group of children could 
be seen at one point amid 
the fighting. “My Muslim 
brothers everywhere, we 


did our best, the rest is up 
to God," a fighter says as 
black smoke rises from be¬ 
hind him. The complete fall 
of Baghouz would mark the 
end of the Islamic State 
group's self-declared terri¬ 
torial “caliphate,” which at 
its height stretched across 
much of Syria and Iraq. For 
the past four years, U.S.-led 
forces have waged a de¬ 
structive campaign to tear 
down the “caliphate." But 
even after Baghouz’s fall, IS 
maintains a scattered pres¬ 
ence and sleeper cells that 
threaten a continuing insur¬ 
gency. 

The battle for Baghouz 
has dragged on for weeks 
— and the encampment 
has proven a major battle¬ 
ground, with tents covering 
foxholes and underground 
tunnels. 

The siege has also been 
slowed by the unexpect¬ 
edly large number of civil¬ 
ians in Baghouz, most of 
them families of IS mem¬ 
bers. Over past weeks they 
have been flowing out, ex¬ 
hausted, hungry and often 
wounded. The sheer num¬ 
ber who emerged — nearly 
30,000 since early January 
according to Kurdish offi¬ 
cials — took the Kurdish-led 
SDF by surprise. 

In the last two weeks, many 
IS militants appeared to 
be among those evacuat¬ 
ing. But SDF commanders 
have stopped speculating 


when the battle may finally 
be over. Commanders say 
they don’t know how many 
more may still be left, hid¬ 
ing in tunnels beneath the 
war-scarred village. 

In the seizure Tuesday of the 
encampment, hundreds of 
wounded and sick militants 
were captured and have 
been evacuated to nearby 
military hospitals for treat¬ 
ment, Bali, the SDF spokes¬ 
man, said in a Twitter post. 
Still, he cautioned, “this is 
not a victory announce¬ 
ment, but a significant 
progress in the fight.” 

There were conflicting re¬ 
ports from SDF command¬ 
ers on the ground about 
the extent of the IS surren¬ 
der. Commander Rustam 
Hasake told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that SDF forces 
advanced on four fronts 
Monday night and were 
inside the camp when the 
last IS fighters surrendered 
at dawn. He said the last 
fighters were pushed out of 
the camp and were now 
in an open patch of land 
by the Euphrates River and 
were being processed and 
detained. 

Another commander, how¬ 
ever, said some IS militants 
continue to hold a tiny 
area in an open patch of 
land in the village, outside 
the encampment. 

AP journalists in Baghouz 
reported sporadic gunfire 
echoing in Baghouz and 


jets circling overhead. At a 
command post in Baghouz, 
a Humvee pulled up and 
unloaded weapons cap¬ 
tured from IS on Tuesday, 
including sniper and hunt¬ 
ing rifles, pump action shot 
guns and grenades and 
ammunition. 

Five trucks hauling 10 trail¬ 
ers full of people were seen 
coming out of Baghouz. A 
child could be heard wail¬ 
ing from inside one of them. 
At least 100 people, nearly 
all of them children, have 
died in the truck trips from 
Baghouz on the way to a 
camp in northern Syria, or 
soon after reaching it, ac¬ 
cording to the International 
Rescue Committee — a 
sign of how miserable con¬ 
ditions were inside Baghouz 
during the siege as supplies 
ran out. 

Bali, in a separate Twitter 
post Tuesday, said the SDF 
captured a group of sus¬ 
pects involved in a Janu¬ 
ary suicide bombing that 
killed four Americans in the 
northern town of Manbij. 
He did not elaborate on 
the number of suspects or 
whether they were among 
the most recent militants to 
surrender. The Islamic State 
group claimed responsibil¬ 
ity for the blast outside a 
popular restaurant in Man¬ 
bij, which killed at least 16 
people, including two U.S. 
service members and two 
American civilians. It was

the deadliest assault on 
U.S. troops in Syria since 
American forces went into 
the country in 2015. 

As they make their final 
stand, the IS militants have 
issued a string of state¬ 
ments this month claiming 
to have inflicted heavy 
losses on the SDF. 

In an audio posted online 
Monday, the IS spokesman, 
Abu Hassan al-Muhajer, is¬ 
sued his first message in six 
months, calling for revenge 
attacks by Muslims in West¬ 
ern countries in retaliation 
for the shooting attack on 
two New Zealand mosques 
that killed 50 people. 

He also ridiculed U.S. dec¬ 
larations of the defeat of 
the Islamic State group, 
calling the claim of victory 
a “hallucination.” But SDF 
fighters celebrated as if 
the final collapse were im¬ 
minent. At the SDF outpost 
in Baghouz, a commander 
danced with his soldiers. 
Fighters said remaining 
IS militants didn’t put up 
much resistance. “We fired 
on them with our rifles and 
heavy weapons and they 
didn't shoot back. So we 
walked into the camp and 
they didn't shoot at us," 
said Orhan Hamad, from 
the northern province of 
Hassakeh. 

“I tell the martyrs, it wasn’t 
for nothing. With God’s 
permission, we’ve finished 
Daesh.”a 
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Kazakhstan’s president to step down after 30 years in power

MOSCOW (AP) — President 
Nursultan Nazarbayev, 
the only leader that inde¬ 
pendent Kazakhstan has 
ever known, abruptly an¬ 
nounced his resignation 
Tuesday after three de¬ 
cades in power, raising 
uncertainty over the future 
course of the Central Asian 
country. 

In a televised address to 
the oil-rich nation, the 
78-year-old Nazarbayev 
said he has mode the “dif¬ 
ficult” decision to terminate 
his authority os president, 
effective Wednesday. 

He did not give a specif¬ 
ic reason for the surprise 
move, but noted that he 
would have marked 30 
years on the job later this 
year and added that he 
sees his mission os secur¬ 
ing a smooth transition of 
power. 

“As the founder of the inde¬ 
pendent state of Kazakh¬ 
stan, I see my future task 
in ensuring the ascent to 
power of a new generation 
of leaders, who will contin¬ 
ue reforms," he said. 
Nazarbayev will retain the 
honorary title of “Elbasy” or 
“Leader of the Nation" and 
continue to wield consid¬ 
erable political power. He 
said he will remain chair¬ 
man of the nation's Securi¬ 
ty Council and the head of 
the ruling Nur Otan party. 

“I will stay with you, as a 
citizen, a man who loves 
our country," he said. “I will 
serve you until the end of 
my days. “ 

He said that upper house 
speaker Kassym-Jomort 
Tokayev will serve as in¬ 
terim head of state in line 
with the constitution un¬ 
til o new election con be 
held. Tokayev is a former 
prime minister and foreign 
minister who also served as 
director-general of the U.N.

office in Geneva between 
2011 and 2013. 

Kazakhstan, despite having 
a population of only about 
18 million, is the ninth-larg- 
est country in the world 
with an area of about 2.7 
million square kilometers (1 
million square miles). It bor¬ 
ders Russia to the north and 
Chino to the east and has 
extensive oil reserves that 
make it strategically and 
economically important. 
Nazarbayev took the helm 
in Kazakhstan as its Com¬ 
munist Party chief of the re¬ 
public in 1989 when it was 
part of the Soviet Union, 
and he was first elected its 
president weeks before the 
1991 Soviet collapse gave 
the country its indepen¬ 
dence. 

In those days, Kazakhstan 
was a backwater region 
best known for prisons, nu¬ 
clear testing sites and be¬ 
ing the home of the launch 
facility of the Soviet space 
program, the Baikonur Cos¬ 
modrome. 

Nazarbayev has been 


widely praised for main¬ 
taining stability and ethnic 
peace in Kazakhstan but 
he also has faced criticism 
for marginalizing the po¬ 
litical opposition and cre¬ 
ating what is effectively a 
one-party state. 

He has maintained a deli¬ 
cate balance between 
Russia and the West, lead¬ 
ing Kazakhstan to join a 
Russia-dominated eco¬ 
nomic alliance of ex-Sovi- 
et nations, but cultivating 
close energy ties and other 
links with the West. 

He was lauded abroad for 
modernizing the oil industry 
and his decision to give up 
the nuclear weapons that 
Kazakhstan had inherited 
from the Soviet Union. 

In 1997, Nazarbayev 
moved the country’s capi¬ 
tal from Almaty to the re¬ 
mote northern city of As¬ 
tana in what was widely 
considered a way to fuse 
the ethnic-Russian minor¬ 
ity in the north to the new 
Kazakh state. The new city 
was filled with post-modern

architecture including the 
soaring glass pyramid of 
the Palace of Peace and 
Accord, dedicated to har¬ 
mony among religious and 
ethnic groups. 

In 2010, Nazarbayev was 
awarded the title of “Lead¬ 
er of the Nation,” which 
comes with lifelong immu¬ 
nity from prosecution and 
as-yet untested powers of 
veto over some govern¬ 
ment policies. 

He departs at a time of rare 
open protest against the 
government. 

He fired his prime minister 
and cabinet last month fol¬ 
lowing a wave of protests 
by Kazakh women calling 
for more financial support 
for children and safer hous¬ 
ing after a fire in which five 
children died. Soon after, 
he announced a program 
of more generous spending 
for large families. 
Nazarbayev has extended 
his tenure by landslide vic¬ 
tories in successive elec¬ 
tions and plebiscites. He 
took nearly 98 percent of 


the vote in the most recent 
election, in 2015, when 
elected for another five- 
year term. 

Nazarbayev’s resignation 
will set the stage for a po¬ 
tential battle between Rus¬ 
sia and the United States 
for influence with the suc¬ 
cessor government. 

Kremlin spokesman Dmi¬ 
try Peskov said that Russian 
President Vladimir Putin Pu¬ 
tin had spoken with Naz¬ 
arbayev by telephone ear¬ 
lier Tuesday but didn’t say 
what they had discussed. 
He wouldn’t say if the Ka¬ 
zakh leader had given Pu¬ 
tin advance warning of his 
move. 

Konstantin Kosachev, the 
head of the foreign affairs 
committee in the upper 
house of the Russian parlia¬ 
ment, said Nazarbayev will 
retain clout in Kazakhstan 
and “there will be no radi¬ 
cal changes in foreign or 
home policies." 
Nazarbayev was born into 
a poor rural laborer's family 
on July 6, 1940. As o young 
adult, he worked in harsh 
conditions at a steel plant’s 
blast furnace and at age 
22 he joined the Commu¬ 
nist Party. He worked his 
way up in the party, went 
to university and became 
known for his compara¬ 
tively candid assessments 
of the Soviet Union’s short¬ 
comings. 

That turn of mind positioned 
him in the reformist camp 
that came to ascendancy 
when Mikhail Gorbachev 
became leader of the So¬ 
viet Union in 1985. 
Nazarbayev supported 
Russian President Boris Yelt¬ 
sin during the failed coup 
attempt against Gorbach¬ 
ev by Communist hardlin¬ 
ers. Nazarbayev opposed 
the breakup of the Soviet 
Union, but was forced to 
take Kazakhstan out of the 
union as it collapsed in De¬ 
cember 1991 .□ 
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Venezuelans find ways to cope with inflation and hunger

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Francibei Contreras 
brings her three malnour¬ 
ished children to a soup 
kitchen in the dangerous 
hillside Caracas slum ot 
Petare where they scoop 
in spoonfuls of rice and 
scrambled eggs in what 
could be their only meal of 
the day. 

Port of the tragedy of 
doily life in socialist Ven¬ 
ezuela can be glimpsed 
in this small volunteer soup 
kitchen in the heart of one 
of Latin America's biggest 
slums, which helps dozens 
of children as well as unem¬ 
ployed mothers who can 
no longer feed them. 

Some Venezuelans man¬ 
age to endure the nation’s 
economic meltdown by 
clinging to the shrinking 
number of well-paid jobs 
or by receiving some of the 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars sent home by friends 
and relatives abroad — a 
quantity that has swollen in 
recent years as millions of 
Venezuelans have fled. 

But a growing percentage 
of people across the coun¬ 
try, especially in slums like 
Petare, are struggling to 
cope. 

Contreras’s husband, Jorge 
Flores, used to have a small 
stand at a local market sell¬ 
ing things like bananas and 
yucca, eggs and lunch- 
meat — trying to scrape 
out a profit in a place 
where hyperinflation often 
made his wholesale costs 
double from day to day. 
Then he was robbed at 
gunpoint by a local gang. 
And his brother crashed the 
motorcycle he used to sup¬ 
ply his stand. 

So Flores abandoned the 
market stall and looked for 
other work. He does some 
plumbing jobs and the 
family has turned its living 
room into a barbershop, 
sheltered beneath a cor¬ 
rugated metal roof held 
down by loose bricks and 
planks. It’s decorated with 
origami-like stars that the 
family has made out Ven¬ 
ezuela’s colorful but rapidly 
depreciating bolivar bills. 
“Our currency is worthless,” 
Contreras said. “These 
days, I prefer trading a bag 


of flour for a manicure or a 
haircut.” 

The scarcity of milk, medi¬ 
cine and other basics — 
along with routine violence 
— has eroded support for 
socialist President Nico¬ 
las Maduro even in poor 
neighborhoods like Petare 
that once were his strong¬ 
holds. Maduro says there’s 
an opposition-led plot to 
oust him from power and 
says U.S. economic sanc¬ 
tions and local opposition 
sabotage are responsible 
for the meltdown. 

Various local polls show he 
retains support from rough¬ 
ly a fifth of the population, 
many of them ideological 
stalwarts, government-con¬ 
nected insiders or poor vot¬ 
ers dependent on govern¬ 
ment handouts, including 
the so-called CLAP boxes 
of oil, flour, rice, pasta, 
canned tuna and other 
goods that arrive several 
times a year. 

Contreras’ family of four 
gets those boxes, but it’s 
not enough to get by on for 
long. For months, they’ve 
been relying on the soup 
kitchen launched by op¬ 
position politicians as the 
main source of protein for 
their children. On a recent 
day, her 7-year-old son Jor- 
beicker played a pickup 


soccer game in the hilly, 
dusty streets in front of her 
home, while her husband 
practiced styling his moth¬ 
er’s hair. 

“I’m barely getting by,” 
Flores said, scissors in hand. 
The four-day power outage 
that brought most of Ven¬ 
ezuela to a halt this month 
added to Flores’ misery. 
He wasn’t able to use the 
electric clippers needed to 
give customers the sort of 
trims they demand. 

“It hit us in a big way,” he 
said. “You absolutely need 
the clippers.” 

The couple estimates the 
power outage cost the 
family the equivalent of $11 
in missed haircuts — a sig¬ 
nificant sum in a country 
where the minimum wage 
amounts to $6 a month, 
even if most people supple¬ 
ment that figure by work¬ 
ing side jobs and pooling 
resources with friends and 
neighbors. 

Contreras and Flores 
charge 2,500 bolivars — 
about 70 U.S. cents — for 
a trim. A government-sub¬ 
sidized kilogram of flour 
can cost almost three times 
that, and Contreras says 
that lines for the rationed 
goods can be endless 
and she sometimes comes 
back empty-handed. She 


also said she feels unsafe in 
the lines. Dozens of people 
have been killed in gang 
crossfires over the years, 
and some have been 
crushed to death when 
lines of shoppers turned 
into stampedes of desper¬ 
ate looters. 

Next-door neighbor Duglei- 
di Salcedo sent her 4-year- 
old daughter to live with an 
aunt in the city of Maracay, 
two hours away, because 
she could no longer feed 
her. “My boys cry,” the sin¬ 
gle mother of four said. “But 
they resist more than her 
when I tell them that there’s 
no food.” 

After walking back from the 
soup kitchen, she opened 
the rusty door to her home 
of scraped, mint-colored 
walls. Inside, her 11-year- 
old son Daniel, who was 
born partially paralyzed 
and with developmental 
disabilities, lay on a stained 
couch while flies flew over 
his twisted, uncovered legs. 
When she took the lid 
off a plastic container to 
show her last bag of flour, 
a cockroach crawled out, 
making her jump back and 
scream. 

“This is so tough,” she said. 
“I don’t have a job. I don’t 
have any money.” 

Salcedo used to sell baked 


goods and juices to neigh¬ 
bors from the window 
of her kitchen. Then, her 
fridge broke down and she 
couldn’t find the money to 
fix it. 

These days, she relies on 
the kindness of neighbors, 
or asks a friend who owns 
a small food shop for credit 
while she waits for loans 
from family members in 
other parts of Venezuela. 
“This country has never 
been as bad,” the 28-year- 
old said. “Just buying some 
rice or flour is something so 
hard, so expensive, and of¬ 
ten, they don’t even have 
any.” 

A few days later, thieves 
broke into the soup kitchen 
and stole food. Then, a fire 
broke out in the slum, burn¬ 
ing 17 homes to the ground. 
It was caused by candles 
that were apparently be¬ 
ing used for light after a 
power outage — an almost 
everyday occurrence in 
many parts of Venezuela. 
Opposition lawmaker Man- 
uela Bolivar, whose Nodriza 
Project runs the soup kitch¬ 
en, said that when firefight¬ 
ers arrived, they lacked wa¬ 
ter and had to put out the 
blaze with dirt. 

“It’s a social earthquake,” 
Bolivar said. 

“They lose their homes. 
They’re left in the open 
air. The soup kitchen was 
robbed. It’s so many adver¬ 
sities: It’s the infections, the 
lack of water and food.” 

At an outdoor market a 
short distance from Petare 
in the middle-class district 
of Los Dos Caminos, Car¬ 
men Gimenez shopped 
for carrots and other veg¬ 
etables for a stew. When 
her 14-year-old daughter 
Camila asked if they could 
take some other products, 
she told her that they would 
have to stick to the basics. 
Although she has a job at 
a bank, she still struggles to 
make ends meet. 

“It doesn’t matter where 
you live. The need is the 
same,” said Gimenez, 43. 
“The poor, the rich, and 
the middle class — we're 
all suffering somehow be¬ 
cause the government has 
leveled us all downwards,” 
she adds with anger. “How 
did they dominate us? 
Through the stomach.”□

Summary of the Monthly Bulletin of January 2019 


ORANJESTAD— Monetary 
developments 
Compared to December 
2018, money supply con¬ 
tracted in January 2019 
by Afl. 37.6 million to Afl. 
4,339.3 million, due to a 
decrease in net domestic 
assets (-Afl. 48.1 million), 
which was partially offset 
by an increase in net for¬ 
eign assets (+Afl. 10.5 mil¬ 
lion). 

The contraction in the do¬ 
mestic component of the 
money supply was due to a 
fall in domestic credit (-Afl. 
33.4 million) and non-cred¬ 
it related balance sheet 
items (-Afl. 14.7 million). 
The downturn in domestic 
credit resulted from a de¬ 
cline in the net claims of 
the banking sector on the 
public sector (-Afl. 42.6 mil¬ 
lion) and a rise in the claims 
of the banking sector on 
the private sector (+Afl. 9.2 
million). 

The drop in net claims of the 
banking sector on the pub¬ 
lic sector was caused by a 



rise in government depos¬ 
its (H-Afl. 42.8 million) and 
a slight increase in gross 
claims (+Afl. 0.2 million). On 
the other hand, claims of 
the banking sector on the 
private sector expanded 
due to higher consumer 
credits (+Afl. 5.0 million) 
and business loans (+Afl. 
4.0 million), while housing 
mortgages remained un¬ 
changed. 

The growth in the net for¬ 
eign assets of the banking 
sector resulted from net 


purchases of foreign ex¬ 
change from the public 
(+Afl. 269.9 million), mainly 
associated with foreign 
exchange revenue from 
tourism exports. This was 
largely offset by net sales 
of foreign exchange (-Afl. 
259.4 million) to the public 
related mostly to payments 
for goods. 

Inflation 

The consumer price index 
(CPI) for January 2019 not¬ 
ed a 3.9 percent increase 


year-over-year (YOY). The 
main contributors to this 
rise were the components 
“Food and Non-Alcoholic 
Beverages” and "Com¬ 
munication". Furthermore, 
by excluding the effect of 
food and energy, the core 
CPI grew by 2.3 percent 
(YOY). The 12-month aver¬ 
age inflation rate was 3.8 
percent in January 2019, 
compared to 3.6 percent 
in December 2018. 

Government 


Total government revenue 
amounted to Afl. 115.9 mil¬ 
lion in January 2019, Afl. 15.5 
million more than the same 
month of the previous year. 
This outcome resulted from 
a rise in tax revenue (+Afl. 
28.0 million), which was 
partially mitigated by a re¬ 
duction in nontax revenue 
(-Afl. 12.5 million). The rise in 
tax revenue resulted mainly 
from a rise in income from 
turnover tax (+Afl. 8.5 mil¬ 
lion; introduction of the 
B.A.V.P as opposed to the 
same month in 2018), mo¬ 
tor vehicle fees (+Afl. 4.8 
million), profit tax (+Afl. 4.1 
million), wage tax (+Afl. 3.4 
million), income tax (-i-Afl. 
3.3 million) and foreign ex¬ 
change tax (+Afl. 2.1 mil¬ 
lion), among others. These 
increases were partly offset 
by decreases in transfer tax 
(-Afl. 1.4 million) and land 
tax (-Afl. 0.6 million).

PONTE VEDRA BEACH, Fla. 
(AP) — Two tournaments 
on different continents illus¬ 
trate why PGA Taur players 
are increasingly skeptical 
about the world ranking.

Johnny Manziel says he re¬ 
mains confident in his abil¬ 
ity to play faotball “at any 
level” as the 2012 Heisman 
Trophy winner attempts an¬ 
other comeback, this time 
with the Alliance of Ameri¬ 
can Football's Memphis Ex¬ 
press. 

An introductory news con¬ 
ference was held Tuesday 
in Memphis for Manziel, 
wha agreed aver the week¬ 
end ta join the new league. 
The farmer first-raund draft 
pick out of Texas A&amp;M 
dealt with a series of off- 
field issues during his stints in 
the NFL and CFL. 

“My confidence level is 
high,” Manziel said. “I be¬ 
lieve I still have a unique 
skill set and still have the 
ability to play at any level 
anywhere.” 

Manziel’s rights in the AAF 
belanged ta the San An¬ 
tonio Commanders, but 
they declined to sign him. 


He was awarded thraugh 
the league’s waiver system 
ta the Express, wha have a 
league-warst 1-5 record. 

He joins the spring league 
for its inaugural season less 
than a month after the CFL 
terminated his contract with 
the Montreal Alouettes. CFL 
officials also informed the 
league’s ether eight teams 
that they wauldn’t register 
a cantract far Manziel if 
any tried ta sign him. 

CFL Cammissianer Randy 
Ambrasie said Manziel

“Jahnny Faotball” while 
dazzling Southeastern Con¬ 
ference crowds with his 
combination of passing 
and running prowess. 

“Our guys are excited, our 
team is excited and I feel 
that many of the people 
here in Memphis are excit¬ 
ed,” Singletary said. 

Manziel said he is refocus¬ 
ing his life and believes 
playing football again will 
help. 

“I’ve dane a lot of soul 
searching and a lat of look¬ 
ing at myself in the mirror 
and coming to the real¬ 
ization that when I'm on 
a football field and on a 
team, my life is substantially 
better,” he said. 

Manziel went 2-6 as a start¬ 
er with Montreal last season 
and campleted 64.2 per¬ 
cent of his passes far 1,290 
yards with five tauchdowns 
and seven interceptians. 
He also ran for 215 yards on 
29 carries. 


His pra career began with 
the Cleveland Brawns, wha 
selected him with the 22nd 
cverall pick in the 2014 
draft.

Mike Trout is on the verge 
of becoming baseball's first 
half-billion dollar man. 

Trout and the Los Angeles 
Angels are close to finaliz¬ 
ing a $432 million, 12-year 
contract that would shat¬ 
ter the record for the larg¬ 
est deal in North American 
sports history, a person fa¬ 
miliar with the negotiations 
told The Associated Press. 
The deal was disclosed 
Tuesday by a person fa¬ 
miliar with the negotia¬ 
tions who spoke to the AP 
on condition of anonymity 
because the agreement 
had not been finalized. The 
contract was likely to be 
announced by the end of 
this week, the person said. 
Trout would set a baseball 
record for career earnings 
at about $513 million, sur¬ 
passing the roughly $448 
million Alex Rodriguez took 
in with Seattle, Texas and 
the New York Yankees from 
1994-2017. 

Trout’s latest deal would 
top the new $330 million, 
12-year contract between 
Bryce Harper and the Phila¬ 
delphia Phillies, and Trout’s 
$36 million average annual 
value would surpass pitcher 
Zack Greinke’s $34.4 million 
in a six-year deal with Arizo¬ 
na that started in 2016. The 
contract also would best 
Mexican boxer Canelo Al¬ 
varez’s $356 million deal 
with sports-streaming ser¬ 
vice DAZN. 


Progress toward an agree¬ 
ment was first reported by 
ESPN. 

Whether Trout’s contract is 
the largest in the world for 
a team athlete is difficult to 
determine. Forbes estimat¬ 
ed Lionel Messi earned $84 
million from Barcelona in 
2017-18 and Cristiano Ron¬ 
aldo $61 million from Real 
Madrid, but precise details 
of their contracts are not 
known. 

Trout’s deal would include 
a signing bonus and su¬ 
persede the $144.5 million, 
six-year contract that had 
been set to pay him $33.25 
million in each of the next 
two seasons. 

While the marketplace has 
been slow for many play¬ 
ers this offseason, prompt¬ 
ing complaints from the 
players’ association, top 
stars have gained robust 
deals. Four of the largest 
seven contracts will have 
been agreed to since Feb. 
19, with Trout and Harper 
joined by Manny Machado 
($300 million for 10 years 
with San Diego) and Nolan 
Arenado ($260 million for 
eight years with Colorado). 
Los Angeles selected Trout 
with the 25th overall pick 
in the 2009 amateur draft, 
and he signed for a bonus 
of $1,215,000. He made his 
major league debut on July 
8 , 2011 . 

A 27-year-old entering 
what should be his prime 
years. Trout is considered 
baseball's top player and 


would have been cov¬ 
eted as a free agent after 
the 2020 season. He lives in 
southern New Jersey, and 
Harper said he was excited 
about trying to recruit Trout 
to join him in Philadelphia. 
Although Trout recently 
built a home in his native 
Millville, New Jersey, he is 
staying on the West Coast 
with the Angels, who are 
coming off three straight 
losing seasons and haven’t 
won a playoff game during 
his career. 

Trout and wife Jessica 
have made no secret of 
how much they enjoy liv¬ 


ing in laid-back Southern 
California, and the low-key 
outfielder decided to skip 
the pressure free agency 
entirely. Trout has been an 
All-Star in each of his seven 
full big league seasons and 
hit .312 with 39 homers, 79 
RBIs, 24 steals and 122 walks 
last year. He led the major 
leagues in OPS in each of 
the last two seasons. 

Trout has a .307 average 
with 240 homers, 648 RBIs, 
189 steals and 693 walks in 
eight big league seasons. 
He was voted AL Rookie of 
the Year in 2012, won the 
AL MVP award in 2014 and

‘16 and finished second in 
MVP voting four times, tying 
the record shared by Stan 
Musial, Ted Williams and Al¬ 
bert Pujols. 

Big-money deals have not 
worked out for the Angels 
in the past. Pujols agreed 
to a $240 million, 10-year 
deal before the 2012 sea¬ 
son but has not matched 
his previous performance 
with St. Louis. Josh Hamilton 
signed a $125 million, five- 
year contract before the 
2013 season and contribut¬ 
ed just 31 homers and 123 
RBIs in two years with the 
Angels.Q

TO, Italy (AP) — Primoz Ro¬ 
glic of Slovenia won the 
Tirreno-Adriatico cycling 
race by one second when 
he beat British rider Adam 
Yates in the final-stage time 
trial on Tuesday. 

Victor Campenaerts won 
the 10-kilometer (six-mile) 
individual time trial in San 
Benedetto del Tronto. 
Roglic, who rides for Team 
Jumbo-Visma, started the 
time trial in second place 
in the overall standings, 25 
seconds behind Yates. 

“It was unbelievably close. 
I was lucky in the end,” Ro¬ 
glic said. “I felt strong ... I 
tried to make a difference 


and really go for it and I re¬ 
ally pushed until the finish 
line. 

“I was confident but I can 
only control myself.” 

Yates had been in the lead 
of the race since the sec¬ 
ond of the seven stages, 
while his Mitchelton-Scott 
team had won the open¬ 
ing-day team time trial. 

“It was close, but it wasn’t 
enough, that’s how it goes, 
that’s bike racing,” Yates 
said. 

“I did the best I could, I said 
yesterday that 25 seconds 
isn’t really enough. But I did 
a good TT, I’ll have to look 
back but I think the power 
was good and I held my 


position for as long as I 
could. 

“There wasn’t much more 
I could do, the strongest 
man won, but for sure next 
year I'll be back and hope¬ 
fully I can come back stron¬ 
ger.” 

Jakob Fugisang of Den¬ 
mark finished third overall, 
30 seconds behind Roglic 
and nearly a minute ahead 
of Tom Dumoulin.

Isner returns to 
scene of 1 st Masters 
1000 title in Miami

MIAMI GARDENS, Fla. (AP) — When John Isner first got to 
town tor his Miami Open title defense, he went for a prac¬ 
tice session at the old tournament site in Key Biscayne 
instead of the new location at the stadium used by the 
NFL's Dolphins. 

It wasn’t that he wasn’t sure where to go, of course. Nor 
was he trying to soak up the good vibes at the place 
where he won an ATP Masters 1000 trophy for the first time. 
“It was just about convenience. Close to my hotel. I just 
wanted to break a sweat and went out there. It was pret¬ 
ty weird, actually. Kind of quiet. The place still has its allure 
to it, but it definitely seems different," Isner said Tuesday. 
“We’re all used to pulling into that parking lot and the 
place is bustling. Wasn’t like that.” 

There wasn’t much bustle at the new-look Miami Open 
on the initial day of scheduled main-draw play, which 
was completely wiped out because of rain throughouf 
Tuesday. 

They’ll try again to get started Wednesday; No. 9 Isner 
and other seeded men such as Novak Djokovic and Rog¬ 
er Federer won’t play before Friday thanks to first-round 
byes. 

Isner, 10-6 this season, arrived at the hard-court tourna¬ 
ment in 2018 with a 1-6 mark. He proceeded to win six 
matches in a row, three against men ranked in the top six. 
“I do know that, look, odds are, I probably won’t defend 
this title,” he said with a chuckle after touring the Humane 
Society of Greafer Miami with Alexander Zverev, the run¬ 
ner-up at the Miami Open a year ago. “At the same time, 
it is cool coming back as the defending champion of a 
tournament of this magnitude. Never been in this situa¬ 
tion before. Just looking forward to it. No pressure. I don’t 
look at it as, ‘Oh, I’m going to lose a bunch of points.’ You 
can’t look at it like that. It’s just another tournament you 
want to do well in.” 

Isner says his performance in Florida gave him a boost 
that helped him later in the season, including his semifinal 
showing at Wimbledon in July, the best he’d ever done at 
a Grand Slam tournament. 

So did that carry over into this season, too? 
“Unfortunately, I feel like it has a shelf life,” said Isner, who 
lost to Reilly Opelka in an all-American matchup in the first 
round of the Australian Open in January. “Every player is 
different, but I feel like, for me, when you start the new 
year, everything is reset. Even if you played fantastic at 
the end of the year last year, you have two months off, 
and everything resets.”□

Migliozzi received 24 rank¬ 
ing points, the minimum for 
the European Tour. 

It’s like that just about ev¬ 
ery week somewhere in the 
world. It’s been like that for 
the better part of 20 years. 
The Official World Golf 
Ranking tries to mea¬ 
sure golfers from 20 tours 
around the world, from the 
PGA Tour to the Nordic Golf 
League. It’s an impossible 
task that the OWGR, which 
dates to 1986, has largely 
gotten right. Or at least 
close enough. 

The question is whether 
that’s good enough. 

“The world ranking has the 
first 35 to 40 correct,” said 
Charles Howell III, who in 
February returned to the 
top 50 in the world for the 
first time in 11 years. “I’m 
not saying I should have 
been there, or that any 
other player should have 
been there. I’m saying 
that the world ranking is so 
darn important that No. 40 
through 100 ... you’ve got 
to get that right. 

“If world events and majors 
have entry based on the 
world ranking, then it bet¬ 
ter be an accurate, good 
system.” 

Augusta National is two 
weeks away from award¬ 
ing a Masters invitation to 
the top 50 in the world. In 
late May, the world ranking 
determines who gets in the 
U.S. Open (top 60) and Brit¬ 
ish Open (top 50). 


The PGA Tour has heard 
enough complaints from 
enough players and their 
managers that after meet¬ 
ing with the OWGR board 
last summer, it commis¬ 
sioned a study by a pair 
of mafhematicians fhaf 
revealed what many al¬ 
ready suspected about the 
allocation of points around 
the world. It’s not that PGA 
Tour events are not getting 
enough ranking points, but 
that other tours are getting 
too many. 

According to two people 
in a meeting last week at 
the TPC Sawgrass, the tour 
wants the OWGR board to 
conduct its own analysis to 
see if the results are similar. 
They spoke to The Associat¬ 
ed Press on condition of an¬ 
onymity because the PGA 
Tour has not commented 
publicly on the study. 

The tour has a seat on the 
OWGR board, as do other 
tours. Does it matter that 
winning the Kenya Open 
was equal to fourth place 
at The Players Champi¬ 
onship? Not yet. Migliozzi 
moved up 377 spots to No. 
199. But it mattered to Jus¬ 
tin Harding, a 33-year-old 
South African who finished 
in a fhree-way tie for sec¬ 
ond at the Kenya Open 
and moved up four spots 
to No. 48 in the world, giv¬ 
ing him a reasonable shot 
at getting into the Masters. 
Harding has won five times 
over the last 10 months — 
twice in South Africa, twice 
in Asia, once on the Eu¬ 


ropean Tour in the Qatar 
Masters. Points are deter¬ 
mined by who is playing 
any given week. The No. 1 
player in the field is worth 
45 points, with 37 points for 
No. 2 player, all the way 
down to two points for 
players from No. 81 to 100, 
and one point for every¬ 
one from No. 101 through 
200. There is also is a “home 
tour” bonus. 

The Players Championship 
had 882 points. The Kenya 
Open had 17 points. The 
field points for Harding’s 
five wins were 5, 7, 12, 5 
and 61. 

“If needs work. It needs a 
lot of work,” said Brooks Ko- 
epka, who speaks from the 
experience of having start¬ 
ed on the Challenge Tour 
in 2012, worked his way to 
the European Tour, then 
the PGA Tour and eventu¬ 
ally reached No. 1 in the 
world last year. 

Throw out the majors and 
the World Golf Champi¬ 
onships, and the average 
ranking points for PGA Tour 
winners last year was near¬ 
ly 19 points more than Eu¬ 
rope. And it figures to get 
stronger. Ten years ago, 
the PGA Tour had 39 of the 
top 50 players in the world 
to start the year. It had 46 
of fhe fop 50 fo start this 
year. 

The concern might be mak¬ 
ing the PGA Tour so strong 
that it’s hard for players 
from around the world to 
advance unless they all 
came to America.Q

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Millennial Money: How to stem ‘subscription creep’

From Netflix, Spotify and 
Amazon Prime to Blue 
Apron, Birchbox and beer 
of the month, your debit or 
credit cord statements ore 
likely littered with subscrip¬ 
tions that are costing you 
dearly. 

Not that all subscriptions 
are bad. You might be 
happy to pay a monthly 
fee to work out at the gym 
or type in Microsoft Office 
365. But maybe the ben¬ 
efits of subscribing to credit 
monitoring or razors by mail 
were, uh, more fleeting. 
Recurring charges can 
be insidious, some eating 
away at your wealth when 
you don't value the sub¬ 
scription anymore. Three 
$30-per-month subscrip¬ 
tions don't sound like much 
until you realize they total 
nearly $ 1,100 per year. 
Inertia leads to a dozen 
free trials morphing into 
mainstays on your Master¬ 
card. (Maybe not much 
longer, though. Master¬ 
card has said it will require 
merchants to get your ap¬ 
proval to proceed with 
charges after a free trial 
ends, although it applies 
only to physical-product 
subscriptions, like home- 
delivered sampler boxes.) 
“The situation with sub¬ 
scriptions could end up be¬ 
ing death by a thousand 
cuts when it comes to your 
budget,” says Bruce Mc- 
Clary, spokesman for the 
National Foundation for 
Credit Counseling. 

Adding to the problem are 
so-called gray charges, 
deceptive and unwant¬ 
ed credit and debit card 
charges that stem from 
misleading sales and billing 
practices. They total more 
than $14 billion a year 
among U.S. cardholders, 
or $215 each, per a 2013 
study by industry research 
firm Aite Group. 

Here's how to spring-clean 
recurring charges so you 
con spend on things that 
matter to you more. 
—SUBSCRIPTION AUDIT. Job 
No. 1 is to identify recurring 
charges. Scan recent pay¬ 
ment statements, including 
credit cards, debit cards or 
online accounts, like Pay-

Pal. Go back 12 months to 
catch auto-renew annual 
subscriptions. Don't ignore 
the analog world: lawn 
mowing, home security 
monitoring, pest-control 
service and memberships 
in social and professional 
organizations. Some credit 
card issuers, like Citi, identi¬ 
fy recurring charges in your 
online account.

“On the surface, subscrip¬ 
tion costs may seem mini¬ 
mal, but when you add 
them up it can really pinch 
your monthly budget," says 
Paul Golden, spokesman 
for the Notional Endow¬ 
ment for Financial Educa¬ 
tion. “If you're putting sub¬ 
scriptions on your credit 


card, is that hindering your 
ability to pay off your bal¬ 
ance each month? If so, 
this is a red flog.” 

— REASSESS VALUE. Do you 
use and value the subscrip¬ 
tion? A gym membership is 
perhaps the best example 
of a noble subscription 
gone wrong — when you 
quit going but continue 
paying. Askyourself if a sub¬ 
scription saves you money 
or time. Has it lived up to its 
promise? Does a delivered 
subscription box bring you 
joy or guilt? 

“It's a good idea ta da a 
subscriptian evaluation on 
a regular basis — perhaps 
a couple of times a year,” 
Golden says. 

— IS IT REDUNDANT? If you 
have cable or satellite TV, 
plus Netflix, YouTube TV 
and Amazon Prime Video, 
you have overlap. “There 
are so many redundancies 
acrcss these platfarms that 
you're more or less paying 


for the same service over 
and over again,” McClary 
says. 

The same assessment gaes 
for streaming music ser¬ 
vices, cloud storage and 
phane services. Are ycu 
hanging an ta a landline 
for no reason? 

— OPT TO SHARE. Can you 
legitimately share a sub¬ 
scription? “Some of these 
subscriptions offer a bud¬ 
dy pass,” McClary notes. 
YouTube TV allows family 
graups to share subscrip- 
tians, and certain New Yark 
Times subscriptians came 
with a banus subscriptian 
to share. Same families 
choose to group their wire¬ 
less phones on a single plan 
to lower costs. 

Don't forget about free¬ 
bies at your local public li¬ 
brary, which can substitute 
for subscriptions: digital 
access to books, audio¬ 
books, movies, music and 
magazines. □ 


— MULTIPLY BY 12. A frog 
in a stovetop pot of wa¬ 
ter will complacently boil 
to death if you raise the 
temperature slawly, the 
saying goes. Accumulat¬ 
ing manthly subscriptions 
is similar. Ta feel the full 
impact, multiply monthly 
charges by 12 to get an 
annualized idea of what 
you’re spending.

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Asia bracing for destruction by alien pest: fall armyworms

THA MUANG, Thailand 
(AP) — Fall armyworms, a 
longtime American pest, 
are munching their way 
around the globe, raising 
alarm now in Asia otter en¬ 
trenching themselves in At- 
rica. 

Experts say the insect was 
first found outside the 
Americas in 2016, in Af¬ 
rica, where it has infested 
up to half of some crops 
of maize, sorghum and mil¬ 
let. It's now spread through 
Yemen and South Asia to 
Thailand and China. 

This new arrival to her terri¬ 
tory worries Uraporn Noun¬ 
art, a specialist on farm 
pests at Thailand's Agricul¬ 
ture Department. 

“We never had this one be¬ 
fore. They just were found 
late last year and in Janu¬ 
ary in this area. It's a big 
problem," she said while 
visiting farms recently in 
Kanchanaburi province, 
northwest of Bangkok. 

The worms can cause dam¬ 
age at all stages of a corn 
crop, but the worst may 
be when the larvae, pinky¬ 
sized caterpillars turn sweet 
corn cobs to mush. The in¬ 
cursions of the alien spe¬ 
cies threaten to upend the 
balance between costs 
and returns for farmers in 
Thailand and elsewhere. 
Pesticides are costly, toxic 
and don't always work. 

In its native regions, from 
Argentina to northern Can¬ 
ada depending on the 
season, the bug's natural 
enemies — predators, par¬ 
asites and pathogens such 
as bacteria or viruses — 
help keep it in check. But 
the new habitats may lack 
some of those defenses, 
the United Nations' Food 
and Agricultural Organiza¬ 
tion says. It's convening a 
conference in Bangkok this

week to help shore infor¬ 
mation and strategies on 
battling the pest. 

Keeping it in check is an ur¬ 
gent priority: Even though 
Asia is mostly known for 
rice growing, maize is an 
important staple crop and 
crucial source of feed for 
poultry and livestock. 

In the cornfields in Kan¬ 
chanaburi, there were ar¬ 
myworms in all stages of 
the crop, from seedlings to 
knee-high to “elephant’s 
eye" high. 

Some local farmers were 


working hard to limit their 
losses by pulling the tops 
off stalks grown for baby 
corn and discarding them 
to limit how much damage 
the worms could do. That 
tactic causes the plant to 
sprout new ears that con 
be harvested later. 

Organic farmers don't use 
the usual farm chemicals 
so they can sell the waste 
corn stalks as cattle fod¬ 
der. Spraying with bio¬ 
materials like fungi and 
thread worms that may be 
parasites of the worms can 
help, but some fields still 
lost about a third of the first 
baby corn harvest. 

“We’ve never seen any¬ 
thing like this," said one 
farmer, Sanae. 

In another field, Thanwa, 
a younger farmer, sought 
help and had his fields 
sprayed using drones. For 
taller plants, that’s about 
the only way for the small- 
scale farmers to get pesti¬ 


cides up onto the affected 
parts of the plant once the 
worms are established. 
Swaddled against the 
burning sun, Uraporn 
Nournart and her team of 
young scientists scrambled 
through the fields, peek¬ 
ing into corn husks and 
pulling apart damaged 
stalks to collect worms 
and eggs for monitoring. 
They’re conducting trials 
in fields like the one Sa¬ 
nae was working her way 
through, a tranquil plot of 
waist-high corn ringed by 
banana trees. Choruwat 
Toekul, an entomologist at 
the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture who specializes in mi¬ 
croscopic parasitic wasps, 
was collecting egg clus¬ 
ters to use in his research 
into natural enemies of the 
worms. It's unclear if such 
wasps would be effective 
in keeping the fall army- 
worms under control, but 
it’s one of various strate¬ 


gies being considered. 
“Putting into place ade¬ 
quate management mea¬ 
sures once a country gets 
invaded by FAW is impor¬ 
tant,” said Marjon Fredrix, 
an expert with the U.N.’s 
FAO based in Bangkok. 
“However, the likelihood of 
further spread is real.” 

She notes that the worm's 
adult moths can fly more 
than 100 kilometers (60 
miles) a night, even farther 
if they're carried by the 
wind. 

The best case scenario, 
says Fredrix, would be farm¬ 
ers successfully scouting 
for and finding the worms 
early on, so they can keep 
them under control. The 
FAO has developed on 
app that teaches the ba¬ 
sics of how to find and deal 
with fall armyworms. 

“This new pest needs to 
be managed in years to 
come, and farmers will 
need to develop skills to 
do so in a sustainable man¬ 
ner,” Fredrix said. 

The help came a bit too 
late for Yodsapon, a farm¬ 
er in Tha Muang. He follows 
Uraporn’s team stoically 
as it winds its way through 
his wrecked field of sweet 
corn. 

At first glance, the 2-meter- 
high (6.5-foot-high) stalks 
look vigorous, with good- 
sized ears that ore nearly 
picking size. But a closer 
look shows holes in the 
stalks where the worms 
hove worked their way in¬ 
side, munching ear after 
ear into yellowish brown 
mush. 

The family has other sourc¬ 
es of income, a small eco- 
hostel set in their tropical 
garden. But income from 
that is unstable, and the 
corn crop will be missed, 
Yodsapon says.Q 
He's thinking hard about 
what to do next: switch to 
another crop? Cassava? 
Potato? 

A good harvest from the 
field would have netted 
2,000-3,000 baht ($65- 
$100), he says. He expects 
no income from this one, 
and spraying repeatedly 
to try to vanquish the worm 
could triple his costs. 

“In that case, I can’t afford 
it," he says.Q

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Jordan Peele dares everyone to look at the horrors of ‘Us’

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Jor¬ 
dan Peele’s sweet spot os 
a filmmaker are the “pit in 
your stomach” moments. 
That thing that happens 
when you realize the wom¬ 
an stirring the tea isn't just 
there for conversation. 
When you notice that the 
help is a little off. Or, as in 
his new film “Us,” when you 
see that the family of four 


standing in your driveway 
late at night looks exactly 
like you. 

Peele knows how to get 
under your skin and stay 
there, and it's what made 
him the must-see horror 
filmmaker of the moment. 
“Us,” out nationwide Fri¬ 
day, is only his second and 
yet it's been an event-in- 
the-making ever since it 
was announced. That's 
what happens when your

debut is “Get Out.” 

“Get Out” wasn't even 
finished when the former 
sketch-comedian started 
cooking up the idea for his 
follow-up about doppel- 
gangers, loosely inspired by 
the “Twilight Zone” episode 
“Mirror Image.” Then the 
wild success of “Get Out” 
— four Oscars nominations, 
one win (Peele for original 
screenplay), over $255 mil¬ 
lion in tickets sold against 
a $4.5 million budget, and 
general cultural impact — 
put Peele on another level. 
So by the time Universal 
Pictures agreed to moke 
“Us,” not only did he hove 
a budget over five times 
higher than his first, but he 
hod his pick of collabora¬ 
tors too. 

“Because of ‘Get Out' I 
was privileged enough to 
be able to tap the best tal¬ 
ent in the industry,” Peele 
said recently. 

That goes for stars Lupi¬ 
ta Nyong'o and Winston 
Duke, who ploy dual roles 
os the nuclear American 
family, the Wilsons, and 
the terrifying red jumpsuit- 
wearing and gold scissor- 
wielding Red and Abra¬ 
ham, as well as the below- 
the-line talent: Production 
designer Ruth De Jong 
(“Twin Peaks”); cinema¬ 
tographer Mike Gioulakis 
(“It Follows”); and costume 
designer Kym Barrett (“The 
Matrix”) among them. 

“I had an amazing team 


on ‘Get Out,"' Peele said. 
“But this group sort of al¬ 
lowed me to stretch a little 
bit more.” 

Duke was impressed by his 
calm. He knew there were 
“sophomore pressures” 
— he had his own set fol¬ 
lowing his breakout role in 
“Black Panther” — but said 
Peele never brought any of 
that to set. 

“Day one, (Peele) said, 
‘Before we do anything I 
just want to let you guys 
know that I'm here for you. 
I won't stop until we get the 
shot. When I say cut, we 
got the shot. So trust me, 
believe in me,'” Duke said. 
“And I was like, that's all I 
need.” 

Duke and Nyong'o already 
had a short hand working 
together. 

Yes, they had just both 
been in “Black Panther,” 
but they were also Yale 
Drama School graduates 
and have seen one an¬ 
other do everything from 
clown work to Chekov. 

“It was great to be able 
to perform with someone 
who I value as much more 
than a friend — I value her 
as a cohort. I value her as 
an ally. I went to work ev¬ 
ery day trying to make 
sure we could create a 
space where she could ex¬ 
cel. I thought that was my 
duty,” Duke said. “We hod 
a female lead and in our 
climate in Hollywood we 
were doing the work and

leading by example.” 

And Peele put them both 
through the wringer. The 
days on set as the Wilsons 
were full of laughter and 
fun. But the days as the 
murderous doppelgang- 
ers known as The Teth¬ 
ered, Peele said, felt like “a 
morgue.” 

“The air getting sucked out 
of the room is an under¬ 
statement. But it was kind 
of cool,” Peele said. The 
actors went “pretty meth¬ 
od” on those days. 

Nyong'o had it especially 
hard. She'd chosen to af¬ 
fect a strained vocal con¬ 
dition — spasmodic dys- 
phonio — to moke Red 
even more haunting. And 
she hod to do Red's first big 
monologue 11 times with 
that raspy, painful sound¬ 
ing voice. 

“Us” is chock full of pop cul¬ 
ture references, subtle and 
overt: A “Jaws” t-shirt here, 
a C.H.U.D. VHS there. Even 
the setting, the Santo Cruz 
boardwalk, is a callback to 
“The Lost Boys.” And every 
reference works “on two 
different levels and hope¬ 
fully more,” Peele said. But 
don't stress if you don't 
catch or decipher them all. 
“There are many of these 
things that only I will ever 
know,” Peele revealed. 
Although one thing is not 
really up for interpretation: 
The genre. He tweeted the 
other day that “'Us' is a hor¬ 
ror movie.' ’□ 
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A rough journey to new music for Jenny Lewis

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Life 
hasn’t been easy for singer 
Jenny Lewis since the sun¬ 
nier days when she per¬ 
formed in support of o 2014 
album while wearing a 
roinbow-hued pantsuit and 
carrying a guitar with simi¬ 
lar bright colors. 

Her mother died, and a 12- 
year relationship ended, 
sending Lewis on a cross¬ 
country journey in search 
of herself. Finally, with a 
new album finished and 
awaiting a Friday release, 
she’s had to deal with the 
uncomfortable story of oc¬ 
casional collaborator Ryan 
Adams’ alleged mistreat¬ 
ment of women. 

Spending much of the up¬ 
coming year on tour may 
seem like a relief. 

The up-tempo songs “Red 
Bull &amp; Hennessy" and 
“Heads Gonna Roll” from 
her “On the Line” album, 
with Lewis’ unerring sense 
of tunefulness, will get the 
initial attention. But the 
work’s emotional core 
emerges in quieter, more 
introspective material like 
“Dogwood,” ’’Rabbit Hole” 
and “Taffy.” Those are the 
songs that will stick. 

Much of the material was 
written in stolen moments 
on borrowed pianos, in 
friends’ apartments and 
hotel lobbies, where she 
had to keep quiet to avoid 
making a disturbance. 

“I don’t think of this record 
as being a breakup re¬ 


cord,” she said. “It’s more 
of a rebound record. It’s 
kind of the space in be¬ 
tween.” 

The southern California na¬ 
tive relied on a network 
of friends during her post¬ 
breakup travels, staying in 
musician St. Vincent’s New 
York apartment, for exam¬ 
ple. She and two friends 
formed a band and wrote 
songs in a Manhattan 
storefront, where pedestri¬ 
ans mistook them for an art 
installation. She spent time 
in Nashville and Minnesota. 
Even when she returned 
to California, Lewis used 
Airbnb to explore different 
parts of Los Angeles. 

“I ran away,” the 43-year- 
old said. “I really just got 


back here a couple of 
months ago. It was a three- 
year adventure.” 

How much of an adven¬ 
ture? It’s hard not to notice 
all the references to alco¬ 
hol and other substances 
sprinkled throughout the 
album’s lyrics. There’s Hen¬ 
nessy, of course. Grena¬ 
dine. Bourbon. Beaujolais. 
Red wine (unspecific). Am¬ 
phetamines. Paxil. A bong. 
Part of it is a good writer’s 
attention to detail, but still... 
“It’s relevant,” she said. 

She brings a bottle to a res¬ 
taurant in the heart of Hol¬ 
lywood where she talked 
about her music. Not to 
drink: it’s a gift for a friend, 
singer Nikki Lane, who’s 
performing later that night 
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nearby. A former child ac¬ 
tress who turned to music 
and was a member of the 
group Rilo Kiley before go¬ 
ing solo, Lewis has a wide 
circle of friends and admir¬ 
ers in the business. 

None of that could have 
prepared her for the sur¬ 
real experience she had at 
Los Angeles’ Capitol studio 
while making “On the Line,” 
however. 

Lewis played on the piano 
that Carole King used to 
make “Tapestry,” which is 
intimidating enough. Her 
band included former Tom 
Petty keyboard player Ben- 
mont Tench, record execu¬ 
tive and bassist Don Was 
and the drum duo of Ringo 
Starr and Jim Keltner. 


“That’s one of my favorite 
moments in my whole life,” 
she said. “Standing in the 
control room and watch¬ 
ing Ringo and Jim play to¬ 
gether, I was mesmerized. 
Of course I am thrilled, hon¬ 
ored. Shocked, really. I kept 
thinking, ‘Is someone doing 
somebody a favor here?”’ 
Beck and Adams were 
two other big names who 
helped out. Adams, who 
produced Lewis’ 2014 al¬ 
bum “Voyager,” produced 
some of the new music, 
too. 

The association with Ad¬ 
ams became noteworthy 
when the New York Times 
reported that he allegedly 
pursued younger female 
artists for sex and some¬ 
times became verbally and 
emotionally abusive when 
turned down. Adams has 
denied the accusations. 
Lewis was not included in 
the Times’ story, and her 
interview with The Associat¬ 
ed Press took place before 
the story was published. 
She declined a follow-up 
request to talk about it, 
and tweeted a statement: 
“I am deeply troubled by 
Ryan Adams’ alleged be¬ 
havior. Although he and I 
had a working professional 
relationship, I stand in soli¬ 
darity with the women who 
have come forward.” 

Lewis subsequently held an 
online album-release party 
that doubled as a benefit 
for the Los Angeles Wom¬ 
en’s Center, and it raised 
more than $10,000. □

Through a series of events, 
the two acts come togeth¬ 
er and form Daisy Jones 
&amp; The Six. The group 
skyrockets with critical and 
popular acclaim, hit songs 
and a sold-out tour, until 
they suddenly, inexplicably 
break up. Now, all those 
involved, from the band 
members to their friends 


and loved ones, look back 
and share their version of 
events in the first-person. It 
reads like you’re watching 
a documentary where no 
one holds back. 

Each character is compel¬ 
ling but Daisy Jones is the 
star. She’s a blazing talent 
who is unapologetic in her 
sexuality and lives life on 
her own terms (which is fit¬ 
ting in this #MeToo era.) 

In this era with so much 
content and stimuli, where 
we’re on the internet while 
watching TV, what’s great 
about this book is it draws 
you in, drowns out the noise 


and you’re just focusing on 
Daisy, Billy and their story. 

If you haven’t read Taylor 
Jenkins Reid’s other nov¬ 
els, each one is complete¬ 
ly unique, but her recent 
works “The Seven Husbands 
of Evelyn Hugo” and now 
“Daisy Jones &amp; The 
Six” really cement her sta¬ 
tus as an author with a gift 
for storytelling who is worth 
following. 

Actress Reese Witherspoon 
must agree. She has se¬ 
cured the rights to “Daisy 
Jones” and will develop 
the story into a limited series
